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CURIOUS ZPITAPHS,

BY HENRY f, WILLIAMK

Ingoriptions lo honor of the dead are probably
as old fe tomba thomselves: but go title has the
custom been practiwed till Iate centories, that it
in di{ﬂcuit 1o trace the date ol their commonce-
ment,

It has been disnuted whethar the anclent Jows,
before the fune of Christ, ingeribed opitaphs on
the monuments of the dead; but it 18 certain
that some of very anclent date are found smony

hem.

Aiter the Jéws came the Greeks., The Greek
crltaphn were very mimple, and congistod only
of the name sud a short character, as *“‘a good
man,” ‘o woman,”

The Athenians put only the name of the dead
with the epichet good, or hero, and a word sig-
lu'liyln toer good wishes,

be Lacediemoninus allowed epitaphs to none
but those who had died In battle,

Herodotus has preserved to as thote which the
Amphictyones cavsed 1o be insoribed on the
columns which they rmised in howor of ths
heroes of Thermopyle, and that which Simonides,
from personal tnendship, placed over the tomb
of the prophet Megisting, Tae general desonp-
tion jor tLe whole of tnese was to this eflect:—
“Four thousand from Peloponnosud onoe
fought on this spot with three hundred myrl-
ads;" und that which was special to the spartans
was still more remarkable:—""Stranger, go wll
the Lacedsmonians that we lle here obédient
to their commuands,”

The Greeks, instead of the inscription, somea-
ties epgraved, the insteumenta of the protes-
glon of the buried oone; oiten, also, emblems
which marked their chsracter and temper, or
#y mbols and deured of that which they hked best.

The bag-relief thus used was very enrous,

Trimulechlo, in Petronius, desives that the like-
ness 0l his dog (symbol of fdelity) may be
formed at the reet of ni statue, and the monu-
ment be adorned with gariands sud representa-
tions of the combats which should take place at
hig muneral,  Upon the monument was o be
carved a soip under full sall, to show that he
obtained his wealth as a merchant, in which
ship he should be represented sitting, clothed in
magisterial robes snd Insiguis, pouring out
riches upon the multitude; alto a trichinium
(court with psinted walls), and the people feast-
ing therein; at s rght was to be placed his
wite, Fortunata, with a Siailian dove, and hold-
ing a dog with u chain; alo amphore (immense
vascd), well secured, while one was 1o appear
broken, and upon i1t 4 boy weeping for the mis-
fortune. The whole was (o be surmounted by u
sun-dinl, that the eye ol the traveller, wmilling or
unwilling, might be atiracted to the ingcription
recording his name. Elpenar says to Ulysaes:—

“Put an oar on this sepulchre with which 1
uged to row with my companiors,”

A symbol ol agirl holding a water-vase de-
noted that the defunct was numarricd. A palmn
and olive branch is the symbol of immortality.
A bow unbent, or with broken sirings, repre.
sented the extinction of lite. A dove, simplicity
of manpere. Crowns held in the sands show
that the dead one led an innocent lite, A nest
of birds, with the old one leeding them, repre-
sented the care of a mother to bring vp her
children.,

The Romans Inseribed their epltaphs to the
“‘Manes,” Dive Manibus, and frequently iotro-
duced the dend as speaking to the living., Ac-
cordingly, down to the eleventh century, all
epitaphs were in the Greek or Roman langusge.
Yrom the eleventh to the fifteenth, the French
and Latin Lgredomlna.ted. and in the fiitcenth
commence those of the English language,

None exist Lo prove whether they ware used
by the Saxons or Danea before that time,

The French mind is peculinrly adapted to the
epigrammatic lorm; very felicitous examples
may be quoted: as of the Count de Tenla, who
hau enjoyed every lorm of temporal prosperity,
und caused to be engraved on s tomb the words
“Hdandem feiir,” “Happy at last.” And also the
touching epitaph to a mother, *'La premiere au
rendezvous,” *“The first at the rendezvous,”

A large portion of the earlier monuments, and
consequently of the epitaphe, of the mother
country, Bugland, were destroyed at the time of
the Reformation, and subsequently by the
lt‘:onoclsalic rage of the Puritans anda Presbyte-
rians.

Bul when we come down to & later date, the
literature of no people, elther ancient or modern,
can vie with those in our language in this pecu-
liar branch.

For, whilet English epitaphs possess the point
and terseness without which no epitaph can be
successful, they exmibit a featore almost un-
known in those of other nations—that, viz,, of
wit or humor,

1t seems as if the wittiest people of the world,
as those who speak the Eogllsh language un-
questionably are, had found it 1mpossible to
confine their raillery to tne living, and scoord-
ingly we'tind that the harmless peculianties of
the dead Have orten been hit of on & tombstone
with a felicity which has rendered 1mmortal
whal otberwise the next generation would have
forgotten,

@ epitaphs of modern times too often consist
of fulsome compliments and expressions of re-
spect, witich were never spplied to the deceased
while in life. Henoe the English proverb, *‘He
lies like an epitaph.”

The Germans have a proverb, “Hea les like a
tombstone, and is as impudent as & newspaper.”

The simplest epitaphs are, aiter all, the mos®
charming, and touch the affectiong quickest,
The column epeoted to the memory of General
Mapssens, who is buried in the “Cemetiere de
VEst,” in Parig; containg only the word *Mas-
sens,” and simplieity 18 equally essentinl to give
eflect to tue record ol the genile virtues of do-
mestic lite. The single word *“Mother" can call
& tear, whep four lineg ol beautilul metre might
fall to move ue.

The tollowipg extract from anelery on Doune,
by & distinguished clergyman of Englaud, ex-
nibits another L'ea couneeted with the epitaph,
and beautifully idustrates the character of his
sublect:—

“He that would write an epitaph for thes,
And do It well, must firss bogin to be

Such ap thow wert ; 1or pona can truly know
Thy wortn, thy iite, but he that bath hved so."

Bishup Sprat, wnung & sonunet to the mamorg
ot the Lord Protector Cromwell, brings fort
yel another idea concerning tae epitaph, arguing
there s no noed of wny epitaphs except 1o those
who have dled withoat inme; that the memory
of the distingulshed dead will slways live 1n the
hearfs o1 posterity, even il their graves are un-
marked by n single stone: —

“Fhey on'y want an epitaph

‘S ine do remain alone

Allve 1 an wmseription,

Hewembered ouly on the brass or marble stons

I have gathered from varlons sources the fol

Elthu Yale, the founder of Yale Collége
New Haven, Connecticat, was burled st hl.e
church In Wiexham, Wales, His monoment, a
plain altay tomb, bears this inseription :—

“'Horn i Amerien, in Burops bred.

Mueh wood, rome 4l bhe did; 8o hopo ali's sven

Ana tha: hinroul throurh moroy's gonn to heaven,

You that suivive and read this tale, take care,

it 15 secordea that Mr, Yale went o) the East
Indies wom this country as an adveasurer, and,
becomitg wealthy, obigined the Presidency of
Madras, wnd s sald to have ruled with oppres-
sive au hotity. He ecnrused hig groom to be
-~ ﬁ"m for riglng out w favorite horse without

ve, For this murder he was ordersd to Eng-
land, where e wae tried for his erime, but by
FOO means escaped all ‘.mnuhmvul.. except 8
benvy fne.  Tle aled in 1726,

At Botteenux Courch, Cora wall, En
is this eurlous epitapt to Raev, br.
Wilg:— . 4

The very wards of Seripture, which were used
us n pretext for the persecution ol the grest
truth whioh he discoyered, are bere employed
to form his epataph.

Byron's misanthropy vented itself in the epj-
taph on his Newloundland dog, which he con-
cluded with the toilowing lines:—

" “Tomark a friend’s romaine these stones arise,

I never kuew but one, and bere be lvs."”

The following is said to be on the tomhb ol n
Indy who in bur'ed in Baltimore, She was born
in 1613, and died in 1788:—

“Btop, pesscoger, until my lifo you read,

Tho living may ger knowledee by the doad;

Five simes tive years ©iived & viegiu's life,

Ten times Aye yenrs L was o virtuons wife,

‘Ten tumes five yenrs 1 ved a widow clinste,

Aow wearied of this mortal hito, 1 rost.

Detween my eradle aud my grave have been

Eebt mighty Lwgs o) Scolland, and a queen.

Four times five years the Commonweanlth 1 saw,

Ten times the subjects rose against tho law,

In Saratoga, N. Y., 18 n tombstone containing
a curved tmage of a locomotive, and in the win-
dow 8 a photograph of the enmneer, to whom
the monument is erected, Underneath are the
following lnes:—

"My En, ine now is cold and stlll
No waror doth her poller fli,

7 he wood aftords its flames no more,
My days o1 wselnlness are o’or."”

If ever any epttaph expressed in highest nralse
the churacter of the departed, the succeeding
lines, addressed to the memory of Ebza Anspach,
of Baltimore, Md., will give & beautiful Mustrs-
tion:—

“"Farewell, our best beloved; whose heavenly mind
Gepins 10 Viroue, *trenetn to sottness joined ;
Devotion not cebated by vrnde or nit,

with meek simplicity and joy ol beart.

Tho' spriektiy. g-ut ¢; tho' polite, sineere;

To parents love y, a8 to friendship dear,

Unblamed, respected in eaoh sphere ol life,

The tendeiest daughior, siater, iriend, and wifo,

1n thee their patronness, the afflicied loat,

Thy irienuds tueir comlort, ornament, and boast.”

—Epitaph, in EBotbwell Chuichyard, Englau d,
on 4 blacksmith:—

“My sledge and hammer lie reclin'd,
My pel ows too, have lost their wind,
My flie's extinot, my l1oree decay'd,
My viee is in the dust a ] laid;

My coul 1 spent my lrom gone,

My nails are drove. my worz 1% done.
My fire-drieo corpse lies here at rest,
My soul, smoke like, soars to pe blest.”

There is & singulur inscription in Enfeld
Churchyard, Engiand, on the tomb of John
White, who wae surveyor to the New River Com-
pany:—

“Here lies Johin W hite, who day by day

On river works did use much elay,

Is now himselt turning that way,

Ii not to olay, yoi dust will come,

W hich to j reserve takes little room,

Although ivolosed in this great tomb.,""
Epitaph on Thomas Bhorthose:—

““Hie jacet Tom Shorthose;

Biue tomb, eine sheep, sine riches;

Qui vixit slne gown, sine clonk,

sine shirt, sive breeches.”

E‘Yitnph in & churchyard near SBalisbury, Eng-
land:—

“On Richard Button, Esq.

““Oh! Eun, Moon, btars, and yeocleatinl Poles!

Are graves thewv awindled mnto Button Holes?"'

“Which is the deepest, the longest, the
broadest, and the smallest grave in this church-
sard1” ssld & pedestrian to his companion, while
mediteting among the tombs at Esher,

“Why,” replied he, “it I8 that in which Miles
Bulton 18 buried; for it is Miles below the sod,
Miles in length, Miles in breadth, and yet nfter
all it is but a Button Hole.”

About the year 1815, an account of a Kentish
miller’s fmneral was given in the papers. He
lelt hundsome legacies o his executors, on con-
dition that thev should bury him under the
mill, and plsce the following epitaph, s own
comyposition, above him:—

“Undenreath this anclent mill
Lies the oody of poor Will,
Odd be hwed, and odd he died,
And o s funeral nobody cried
Where ue's gone, and how Le fares,
Nobody knows, and nobody cares.”
Epitaph in Baltimore, Md.:—
“in memory of Petor Lithig,
born Des. 10 1764, died Apl. 8, 1760,
“Fe er Lattig was his nume,
Heay m | hope lus stavom,
Baltimore was his dwelling place,
And Christ is his snlvation .
Now he s doad and buried
And all ng bones are rtren,
Remember hlm when this you seo
Lest Lio should be forgotten.”

Perhiaps the cnlmination of the comie, absurd,
and ridiculous in epitaphs was never reached. or
so fully illustrated, as in these few following
specimens, aotually copled from tombstones in
o churchyard in Massachusetta:—

SELeneger Dockwood, aged lorty-seven,
A mwiser anag a hypoorite, never weunt to heaven,”
In the same yard:—
“Thig Is to the mwemory of Ellen Hil,
A woman wuo won'd always have her will,
Ehe ni)ul:lr:d her ousband, though she made good
tend,
And on 1he whole be's rather glad she's dead.
She whipped her chtlaren (and she drank uer gin)
W lupped virtue out, and whipped the devil in,
May all such women go to some groat foid
Where they throuck all eternity can soola."
Ano‘her;— !
“To the memory of Mary Gald
Who was goid in uotaing but ber name
& be was u tolerable woman for an noguainiance,
But O, K, lomsein conldn't live with ber.
Her trmper wes 1urous,
Her wougue was vindietive,
Ehe resenied o ook, snd frowned at 8 smlle,
And was gs sonar os vinsgar
She pumaked the earth gowards of forty yoars,
Toray notitug of her reladons.”

Another:—

“la the memory of Captain Barber, & staunch
patriot who fought sud bled for hos conptry., who
was Jorgmost in o the stening deods ot hus nation's
history, Koown 1o be a hberal man! but ho was a
glutton and & wims 1bber! drove lils only son 1o sea,
and to ruing kuled lus wite by bis misueeds, anl
died dyunk o hie ty-first year,”

Here s a genuine epliaph, although the pre-
cise oenlity eannot at present be recalled :—
